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1 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shaii not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Irving 
(5,387,384). Irving discloses or suggests the basic claimed process "of producing a 
custom insole for footwear including (1 ) taking measurements of a foot, (2) creating a 
foot profile based upon the measurements, (3) transferring the foot profile to a 
manufacturing station, and (4) producing the custom insole from the foot profile, wherein 
producing the custom insole involves (I) generating a positive impression within a mold 
based upon the foot profile (column 3, lines 1-28), (II) introducing a liquid resin or 
settable cushion forming material into the mold onto the positive impression, and (III) 
removing the insole after the settable material has hardened, the generation of the 
positive impression involving a) manipulating a plurality of pins or rods beneath a 
membrane within a forming unit to reflect the positive impression, and b) resetting the 
pins or rods when the insole is finished. Introducing resin or settable material into a 
mold by injection is well known and such would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art practicing the process of Irving in order to deliver settable insole forming 
material to a mold in a more expedient manner. 

3. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Irving 
as applied to claim 9 above, and further in view of Lyden (6,601 ,042). 
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Lyden teaches or suggest the use of a computer network to transfer information 
concerning a foot profile (note column 4, lines 4-20, for example). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to introduce this aspect taught by Lyden into 
the method of Irving in order to upgrade the process to more contemporary business 
practice. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed December 5, 2003 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant's arguments are considered to be moot by the 
examiner based on the revised grounds of rejection introduced in this Office action.
